Financial transactions in the third quarter of 1950 as vell as previous ones 
were carricd out mainly without the use of cash. Cash payments were limited 
almost exclusively to wage payments. 


Three "tuflapen"#iealing with the training cf apprentices and totaling 661,500 eas 
marks were added in third quarter of 1950 to the investment and large repair 
"Auflagen” already given and totaling 6,578,000 east marks. The total sun.of 

all "Auflagen" ,therefore,shas reached 7,239,500 east marxs. A change of objects and 
object allocations for the initial "Auflagen" had to be requested fox operational 
reasons, but the total sum of the "Auflaren" wan not chanced. Provisional or 

final approval was ¢iven to this change. Operations according to the new schedules 
are in full swing. Cf these "‘uflagen" about 3,200,000 east marks" worth of operation: 
hed already bean carried out by the end of September rhile orders comprising an 
additional amount of 2,500,000 east marks had definitely been contracted. The 
remainiry; amount will be disposed of by additicnal orvers and the plant's owm active 
ities, ‘fowever, it is vory doubtful whether all the "Avfleren" slready given can be. 


‘earried out by the end of 1950, because the supply of materials is extraordinarily 


bad, as has been rezorted previously. In the third quarter of 1950,we also were 
informed of the amounts rlannec for investment curposes for 1951. These are 

very moderate compared with our investment requests. ‘they will allow us only 
restricted activity for 1951 in the field of investments anc large repairs. To date, 
our efforts to increase the amount scheduled for investments have met with’ little 
success, 


Our detailed financial plan for 1950 has been subjected to several changes. ‘o far, 

we have not yet receivec the final financial plan. ‘Accordine to reliable information, 
2,090,000 east marks for sutpliesithave been cut from the a:thorized expenditures 

anc the same amount in subsidies has been cut from the receipts. Further corrections 

are sfid to have been carried out, with the result that the Pinal profit of 3,362,000 

east marks orifinaliy rlanned has been reduced to zero. To date, we have not been 
informed of the particulars of this chanre. The balance on 30 June 1950. 


shows a loss of about 1,023,000 eait marks for the first half year, 


but this loss has been eonverted into an overall profit of 2,515,000 east rarks 
throurh subsidies and profits. The July account registered a loss of 306,000 

east marks, and the Aucust account a loss of 505,000 cant marks. ve also expect 

to have a loss of about 500,000 east rarks in September. We are no longer paic 
subsidies as of 1 June 1950,because the VVB as a whole will presumabl; close not 

wit: a loss bet with a profit. The losses of our -Llants will therefore 

be covered by the VVB fror the srofits of our sister plants. Only if the total 
balance of the WE shcule again show a lose would the budget help either by subsidies 
or hy back payments of profits which may have been delivered in excess. s#t The 

supply of raw raterials continued to be sood in the third quarter of 1950. ‘The

additicnal supply ef 12,000 tons of crude ofl, cranised for this year, will puarantee 
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the full employment of our crude oil processins installations until the end of 1950. 
Thus, no sutstantial interruption and time losses will ceeur. The financial status 
was favorable from July to September. The credit we were entitled to according to 
the allotment was not utilized before the middle of September. Thus, we could 
fulfillall our obligations from profit payments and amortizaticns to the budget. 
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
